Amid Scenes Such as W ere Never Be­ 
fore W itnessed in a New York State 
Republican 
Convention, 
Theodore 
Rccsevelt W as Elected Chairm an— 
He at Once Proceeded to Crowd Foes 


Off All Committees. 


Saratoga. X. Y., Sept. 25.— Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt of O yster Hay de­ 
feated in the RejAihlican sta te conven­ 
tion Vice P re sid e n t S h erm an of Utica 
for the tem porary chairm anship. T he 
vote was 567 to 445. T h e re w ere 1,015 
delegates in the convention, but th re e 
did not vote— Colonel Roosevelt, Vice 
President S h erm an and G ilchrist S tu­ 
art of New York city. 
A total vote of 508 was necessary 
■ to a choice, and the result show s that 
i colonel Roosevelt had 59 m ajority and 
122 plurality o v er Sherman. 
The old 
guard 
leaders, 
headed 
by 
W illiam 
I Barnes, jr.. Speaker J. W. W adsworth 
and their friends, said that they were 
not at all dism ayed, not at all over­ 
come by Colonel R oosevelt s victory 
and Barnes and Speaker W adsworth 
said that the 445 delegates who stood 
up against Colouel R oosevelt and bis 
friends did so from principle. 
Colonel 
R oosevelt’s 
selection 
was 
followed la te r in th e convention pro­ 
ceedings by perfom ances which were 
w ithout precedent in New Y ork Re­ 
publican conventions since th e organi­ 
zation of the party. 
After Colonel 
R oosevelt's victory no delegate rep re ­ 
sen tin g the old guard forces was per­ 
m itted to offer th e resolutions calling 
for the appointment of committees. 
Only delegates friendly to Roosevelt 
and his ad h e re n ts offered the resolu­ 
tions tor the appointment of a com m it­ 
tee, and these delegates introduced 
th e ir resolutions for the com m ittee 
with this final clause: 
“and that the 
tem po rary ich airm an of this convention 
have authority to nam e th e com m it­ 
tees,” m eaning the com m ittee on cre­ 
dentials. the com m ittee on rules, the 
co m m ittee on perm an en t organization 
and the committee on platform. 
Colonel Roosevelt celebrated the un­ 
lim ited pow er given to him by first 
striking at Vice President Sherm an. 
T h e O neida-H erkim er delegation, the 
vice p resident's own delegation, had 
recom m ended for the platform com- 
jniitee W illiam H. Schw eitzer, a S h e r­ 
m an 
follower. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
stru ck out Schw eitzer's nam e and sub­ 
stitu te d that of ex A ssem blym an Mer- 
win K. H art, head of 
the Lincoln 
League of Oneida county, which has 
supported D avenport. 
Roosevelt, fol­ 
low ing this stroke, displaced T im othy 
W oodruff from the com m ittee on plat 
form and put in tne nam e of Comp­ 
troller VV. A. P re n d e rg a st, and for J a ­ 
cob A. Livingston of Kings, Colonel 
Roosevelt p t .Marcus B. Campbell. As 
te m po rary ch airm an of the convention 
Roosevelt then took a hand in sm ash­ 
ing President Crom well of the borough 
of Richmond, who had been recom ­ 
m ended for a place on the com m ittee 
on platform, and in .Mr. Crom w ell's 
place Roosevelt substituted S enator 
JOslah T. Xeweomb. 
Mr. Cromwell. 
Mr. L ivingston. Mr. W oodruff and Dan­ 
iel F. Strobel. s ta te c o m m itteem an for 
the Oneida ! le rkinter district, had vot­ 
ed in the state committee for Mr. 
S herm an to be tem p o rary chairman 
of the convention. Colonel Roosevelt 
and his friends adopted these drastic 
measures because tliey lacked the nec­ 
essary votes to control the committee 
on platform 
W illiam Barnes, jr.. in the presence
